and sins and knows re- 
morse 
and 
experiences, 


awe and wonder, who cel- 
ebrates and worships.

church today is to hold up 
the 'man is more' image.

REV. OSBORXE'S WORK in 
the- ministry goes back over 
twenty years. He was or- 
dained at the age of twenty* 
two by a sister of Sirs. Os- 
borne, the Rev. M. J. Bros- 
tek, who has 'the largest in- 
dependent full-gospel move- 
ment in Hawaii, with over 
twenty-five 
churches and 


million* scattered over most 
of the islands* At the young 
•age of 23, Rev. Oiborne pas- 
tored his first church at 
Kaneohe, Hawaii. 


REV. 
OSBORKEHAS WORKED WITH MANY PERSONS well known in the mini,, 


try in the area of Southern California, among whom have been E. B. and Emma 
Taylor, the late Rev. Herschel Phillipx, and most recently was associated with 
his brother, Rev. E. L. Osborne, as Associate Pastor at Bethel Tabernacle in 
north Long Beach. 


THE NAME OF THE NEW CHURCH will have a familiar ring to many residents 
in the Long Beach area. Indeed it should, because Rev. Osborne enjoyed a close 
association with Rev. Phillipt, who founded the original "Guiding Light Taber- 
nacle" located on Signal Hill. Rev, Osborne was Assistant Pastor to Rev. Phil- 
lipt until hit untimely passing on Easter Sunday in 1967, while ministering from 
the pulpit during the morning service. 


REV. PHILLIPS, like many full-gospel preachers, had a habit that when he be- 
came warm while preaching, he would remove his coat and toss it over a chair 
on the platform. On this Easter Sunday, however, when he removed his coat, he 
very carefully folded it, turned and handed it to his Assistant, Rev. Floyd Os- 
borne. A few minutet later, Rev. Phillips was dead. 


KEVER BEFORE had he ever handed his coat to Reo. Osborne. It was, in the 
words of Rev. Osborne, "like a signal that 'Here I pass along my ministry for you 
to carry on.' " So it seemed only natural that when Rev. Osborne founded this 
new work that it should be called "Guiding Light Tabernacle" in memory of his 
close friend. 


THE SANCTUARY of thi new church it located at 12061 DelAmo Blvd., and was 
previously occupied by a large denominational church. It seats approximately 
four hundred and It presently undergoing complete redecorating inside and 
landscaping outside. One of the first jobs to be dons was to greatly enlarge the 
platform, under the capable direction of Rev. Wally Davenport, as the new 
church already hat one of the outstanding choirs in the area, which though only 
recently formed, is becoming so well-known, they have already received many 
invitation* to sing elsewhere. 


BOTH REV. AND MRS. OSBORNE are noted for their southern style of gospel 
singing. An accomplished pianist and soloist, Mrs. Osborne formerly taught 
piano at the Ftanfc Orient Studios of Music in Hawaii. They are the parents of 
one son and four daughters.

Grievances of students, faculty and administrators 


at California State College at Long Beach will h« Inves- 
tigated—and solutions recommended—by an all-college 
ombudsman, the campus Academic Senate decided Fri- 
day. 


The Senate unanimously approved appointing a ten- 


ured, full professor next fall to investigate complaints, 
mediate grievances and recommend changes in the col- ' 
lege bureaucracy. 


Anthropology Prof. Grelha Keishaw, who presented 


the proposal to the Senate, said the ombudsman will 
begin work as soon as a qualified man is found and 
funds to pay him are secured. 


She emphasized the omnibusman "won't represent 


any faction- -he'll be everyone's man." 


"It'S A GRANDIOSE 
oversimplification to say 


there are just student problems, or that there's only one 
abused or abusing faction on campus," ihe said. 


"One faction's problem is everyone's problem—ws 


start by assuming a sense of community."

"We recommended appointing a tenured, full pro- 


fessor lo keep th» ombudsman as free from pressure as 
possible," Mrs. Kershaw said. 


She said the ombudsman idea developed historically 


"as a check on unresponsive public officials and hu- 
reaucratic institutions." 


Several American colleges have appointed ombuds- 


men in the last year and the state of Hawaii recently 
created the position as a state office. 


The ombudsman "shall be a person capable of 


carrying out his responsibilities in an impartial manner, 
have, feeling .for the needs and sensitivities of groups 
and individuals and be thoroughly familiar with the 
structure and functioning pf the college," the Senate pro- 
posal said.

Grievances of students, faculty and administrators 


at California State College at Long Beach will be inves- 
tigated—and solutions recommended—by an all-college 
ombudsman, tha campus Academic Senate decided Fri- 
day. 


The Senate unanimously approved appointing a ten- 


ured, full professor next fall to investigate complaints, 
mediate grievances and recommend changes in the col- 
lege bureaucracy. 


Anthropology Prof. Gretha Kershaw, who presented 


the proposal to the Senate, said the ombudsman will 
begin work as soon as a qualified man is found and 
funds to pay him are secured. 


She emphasized the omnibusman "won't represent 


any faction—he'll be everyone's man." 


"It'S A GRANDIOSE oversimplification to say 


there are just student problems, or that there's only one 
abused or abusing faction on campus," she said. 


"One -faction's problem is everyone's 'problem—wa 


start by assuming a sense of community." . 


"We recommended appointing a tenured, full pro- 


fessor to keep the ombudsman as free from pressure as 
possible," Mrs. Kershaw said. 


She said the ombudsman idea developed historically 


"as a check on unresponsive public officials and bu- 
reaucratic institutions." 


Several American colleges have appointed ombuds- 


men in the last year and the state of Hawaii recently 
created the position as a state office. 


The ombudsman "shall be a person capable of 


carrying out his responsibilities in an impartial manner, 
have feeling for the needs and sensitivities of groups 
and individuals and be thoroughly familiar with the 
structure and functioning of the college," the Senate pro- 
posal .said.
